1 Received Yours, Aug. 14. and I hold my Self bound upon 
many Accounts to comply with you: Defires, and to give you 
the belt Satisfaction I can •, and in trie iii It place, I muft freely 
acknowledg to you, hat how aftonn ing foever the Difficul¬ 
ties the Countrey labours under may feem to you, they are 
not at all furprilibg to me, for 1 never expected otherwife, than 
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that the Grand ProjtEl of lowering the Guineas, and the Recoining 
cur Silver, at this time, When fuch vaft Quantities, and in truth 
all our good Money, had already 6een tranfported, into Holland, 
Handers, Spain, Italy and Germany, muft needs have a terrible Af- 
pefton a Nation exhaufted before, and drawn down to the latt 
Degree. For aManofhalfan Eye migbtealUy perceive, that the 
great Pains and Labour the Court n as at tt> gain an A<ft of Parlia¬ 
ment for finking our Gdd, and putting a new Face cn our Silver, 
was only to qualify them for Travel, and as necelfary Preparati¬ 
ons for the Journey they wete defign’d for, for they only llaid at 
Home, becaufe our Gold was too high, and our Silver too low, ei¬ 
ther light in weight, or baft in Mettal, and when once fhde Qb- 
itni£tions*were remov’d, they would be ready to crofs the Seas 
to their Fellows, and become Denizens of another Countrey. And 
if a Kingdom hath not d third part fuffident Cafli left to manage: 
the Trade, and Intereft of it; in fucha Cafe to form a grand De- 
flgn to diminilh that by one half, by Coinage, and abatement of the 
cnwent Value, and after that to fend Abroad three Parts of four, 
evil of that half, can vilibly tend only to impoverilh the Rich, to- 
ftarve the Poor, and to put the whole Nation at a Stand y it throws 
dll the Retnnant of our Money into the Hands of the Government, 
deftroys all the Credit of the Nation, and at the fame time leaves 
nothing to encourage and drive on Trade, nor to fupply the Ne- 
ceffities of private Men and Families, and will in a fhort time re¬ 
duce us to the Primitive State, not any more to buy, but to barter 
and exchange, to commute wnat we have for what we want y and 
Zhb'fe Who want, and yet have nothing to exchange, will carve 
for themfelves, and take it where they find it. Thefe were the 
Thoughts I had of this Bill before k pafs’d, and am therefore the 
lefs furpriz’d, when 1 fee them, for the moft part, already made 
good, and in truth they are obvious to any Man, and 1 cannot be- 
lieve but the warmest Sticklers for it faw theft Effects and Confe- 
quenees, as clearly and plainly as thoft that oppos’d it, for what 
finds foeverthey engaged fo fiercely to promote ir. And this 
.brings me to the other Branch of your Letter, (viz..) 

That the COrttrey feeling thefe Effects, are provok’d to very 
great Anger againftth t Parliament, and can hardly reftrain their 
Hands from offering Violence to the Perfons, and Honfes of the 
Members, Now,, Sir, I mull plainly confefs to you on this Head, 
that I think (in the General; that the Countrey are in the Right, 
and havfe plac’d thfeir Wrath on a true Objeft. For tho the Root 
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of this Projaft lies much deeper i' yet it could fierce afiedthe 
People, but by them, and as palling thro their Hands. it had 
indeed another Head and Original, but the Mifchief deriv’d to the 
People by it is purely thro thstn. The Country, when they chuft 
them, they look upon them as their Trultees, and that they 
ought Co take care (efpeciaily in the matter of Money) that the 
People receive no Damage, bat if thro their Default cither by 
their Connivance, Partiality, Fear, Negligence, and much more 
by a corrupt Activity, t lie good People of this Nation are brought 
into Danger, they will charge itupontbeir Reprefentatives, and 
fo far they arc right * they do but what is Equal and Fit ? for <m 
Man can think htmfeif hardly dealt with, if he is charg’d only 
with his own A&ions; if therefore the Members will vote, and the 
Parliament enaft things the moll tntoUrabU and grievoiu, they 
mull be oontented to bear the blame on’t, and take the Cmrftt *f 
the Profit for their Pains. It will not be fuflkient here for any 
Man to lay, that He was raided, impos’d upon, or frighted } for 
tho thefe may excure In a private Capacity, and Ignorance and 
Miftake may atone for Perfonal and Private Milcarriages, yet 
if Men will take upon them great Trails, if they will load them- 
felves with other Mens Concerns, and take uponlthem the Charge 
of a Nation, they are Refponfible for the Failures that paft thro 
their Hands, and tuuft not take it ill, if when the People find 
themfelves Suffering by their means, they lay it at thtir Doors, for 
it was Original Fraud for them, when they wanted Wifdom and 
Refolmtion, to take upon them a Poll that requir’d fo great a 
meafureof both. It would be a ridiculous Excufe in a Uttunl 
for the lofs of an Army, that he was afraid, ormiftaken, where¬ 
as the very Station requires and implies the direft contrary Qua* 
lities, the higheft Circumfpe&ion aod Valour. If therefore Men 
will be reprefenting a Nation, they are bound at the fame time 
to provide themfelves with fuitable Abilities *, and if thro want 
of Wifdom,Caution, Courage, and other neceiflaryQaaUficationsMi 
a Senator, they are prevail’d upon to pin in pernicious anddeftru- 
&ive Votes, they are juftly accountable for what mifearries under 
their Hands^for althoin point of Malignity there is fome difference 
between the aftive and bufy Members, thofe who purfued this 
matter with the utmoft Diligence and Application, and thole who 
were lead on to give their Concurrence, yet in point of Danger, 
’tis all one, and the People are undone, as well bv the Supineneft 
and Cowardifeof lb me, as by the Forwardnefs and Zeal of others; 
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as a Nation may be as foon ruin'd by ill Conduit, as by Treachery. 
So that fo far as every particular Man had a lhare in laying this 
heavy Oppreffion upon the People, fo far he muft expeit to bear 
(hare in their ill Will •, and the People do Juftice to their Repre- 
fentatives, as well as to themfelves, by imputing to them all that 
prefent Mifery and Calamity they now groan under. But then 
here is the Fault, they are apt to lay this Charge promifeuoufly, 
withoutDifcretion or Diftinition, as if every Gentleman that 
fits in that Houfe was equally chargeable with all the Proceedings, 
whereas ’tis a Colleftive Body, made up of Gentlemen of differ¬ 
ing Tempers and Difpofitions, and there were a great many very 
worthy Patriots, who wifely and honeftly eonfider’d the cafe of 
(he People, and with great Courage and Prudence oppos’d thefe 
Proceedings to the utmoft of their Power, altho they were at 
length over-rul’d by a Majority, which'they could not help, and 
had us’d all their endeavours to hinder. And it is the higheft In ju¬ 
ftice in the World to aferibe that to them which they were fo far 
from concurring in, that they oppos’d to the laft, and theutmoft 
Ingratitude for the People to repay them with Hatred,only for en¬ 
deavouring faithfully to ferve them,tho they were not able to effedt 
it. But this arifes from two Caufes, the one is the Station and 
Circumftances of the Generality of the People, they have no 
opportunities to know the particular Proceedings in Parliament, 
nor means to diftinguKh between their Faithful Reprefentatives, 
and others*, for tho the Vites are Printed, the TV*/and Noet, the 
Names of the Perfons concurring and diflenting arenot, and.the 
Nation hath no way of knowing thatbut by particular Information. 
And I confefs l have often wonder’d that thofe Gentle men who had 
fo fignally difhngutjhed themfelves in Parliament, ihould hitherto 
fuffer themfelves to lie under the common Obloquy arid Hatred,and 
not endeavour to remove it by informing the refptriive . Counties, 
Cities, and Boroughs, of their Honeft and Faithful Care to pre- 
ferve them from thofe ter rible Inconveniencies wbi h they fore- 
law-thefe. Proceedings would inevitably bring upon them. 
Another caufe of this finifter a. d undiftinguifhing Conftru&ion, is 
the Artifice of the Leading M , and the Great Sticklers, who 
having themfelves been the Sole; Authors of thefe unhappy 
Circumftaqces, and at, the tine, utne being fenfible how very 
ungrateful and prejut'i<yl mo to the Peop’e, are very indu- 

ftrious to keep the EebpJ mkt, hopng thereby to pafs 

undifeera’d and undifttnguiihM in theCiV:Vu> a 1 that they may 

efcatre 
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efcape well enough fo long as they lie in Common, and have no 
particular Mark fet upon them; nay, in good truth fomeoftheie 
are not contented to do all the Mifchief themfdves, but think they 
have not play’d the whole Game out, ’till they have laid the 
Blame on other Mens Backs*, and I cannot forbear remarking 
to vou, that, at this very time, infeveral Cities and Counties, 
perhaps in allthefe very Men who were the moftadive & forward, 
and made it their Bufmefs to bring this dreadful Deflation on the 
Kingdom, are walking their Hands and wiping their Mouths, 
and craftily infmuating into the credulous Multitude, that the 
prefent Calamities are purely owing to the other Members, and 
* that they, honeft Men, are harmlefs and clear of the whole 
matter, and fo think to efcape themfelves by diverting the Stream 
of the Peoples Rage on innocent Men» and thereby hope to, 
gain too Point', both to cover their own Guilts, and at the lame, 
time to fatiate their Revenge, by expoiing to popular Furythofe 
who would notbe asbadas themfelves*, ev n as>/epfcsMUtrers 
attempted hisChaftity, and then transferred it to him to hide her 
own Crime, and to be reveng’d on him for his Refufal. This 
muft be confeflcd to be a high flight in Politicks, but tis great 
Pity but it was turned upon them, by letting things m a true 
Light, that is, by giving a full State of this Matter, that the 
People may know their Friends from their Foes, and plainly fee. 
whom they are to thank for this confuting Aft, which hath 
devoured our Trade, and in a Ihort time will fwallow up all the 
Money in the Nation. And this leads me to the Third and Laft. 
part of your Letter : And that is, youdefire from me an account- 
of the Management of this whole Affair in Parliament, and withal 
you defiie me to be very particular and exprefs, becaufe, you fay, 
you have been apt hitherto to err with the Multitude, and. 
You think it becomes every honeft Man to rectify his Miftakes, and. 
to have a right Opinion both of Perfons and Things. And m 
order to your entire Satisfaction in this Point. 1 fhall Fir ft give you 
the plain Matter of Faft, and lay before you a Ihort Abftradt of the 
Progrefs of this matter in the Hohj.eoLjfommons. And Secondly, l 
fl.aU give you a Lift (as faras t^^mory ferves) of all the

Thefe Refolutions are very confiderafele •, and among the reft,' 

That 
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That the Rectmpente for /applying the Deficiency of Clift Money , 
fa all extend to aB Clift Monty which h Silver, although of a codrfer 
ABoy than the Standard. 

That the ColleSors and Receivers of his Majefiys Aids and Reve¬ 
nues he enjoin'd to receive ad fuck Monies. 

That a Reward of Five Pound per Cent, he given to all fach Per foils 
at jhafl bring in either Mill'd or broad tint lift Money, to he applied itt 
exchange for Clift Mctny throughout the Kingdom. 

That Coramifloners be appointed in evety County, to pay and diftribute 
rhe Mill'd and broad undipt Monty, and the rtettr coined Mdtliy, duds 
to receive in the cbpt Money. 

Thefe Sir, you fee, are wholfoffie Refbiotioft', very profita¬ 
ble for the Country, and (if pcffilled in ) would have fupply’d 
them with good Money, and have kept Trade on foot; and by 
them you fee the Temper of the Houfe at that tirrfe, what good 
Inclinations they had to the Coontry, and what Care was taken 
that they Ihould be no Lofers, nor their bad Money to lye oil 
their hands to be ufelefs and unprofitable. But this, it feertfs, 
was too advantageous to the People to be ripen’d into an Aid, and 
was at the fame time ( particularly what related to the Exchange 
of Clipt Money, and fupplying the Deficiency of it) oppos’d by 
Mr. Mount ague, Mr. Claris a CommifGoner of the Excife, Sit 
W. Young a ComtnifFioner of the Cuftoms, Sir J.Elwel, and Others 
of the Court-Party. However, 

2 r Jan. the Bill upon the foregoing Refolutions was read th'd 
focond time, and committed to a Committee of the whole Houfe: 
But then a new Artifice was flarted, and the Price of Guinea’s 
brought into play, altho that Point could not be gained at that 
t ime •, for a Motion being made , and the Quefiion put , that it be an 
lnftrutlion to the faid Committee that they do confider the Price of Guta 
nea's ; It puffed in the Negative. 

But this Artifice failing, another was ready at hand ; viz To 
put off this Committee from fitting, which was done for feveral 
days, not'withflaridfng the honeft Patriots got fome Refolutions 
pafs’d in order to it ; as Febr. 4. an Infirultion, that the faid Com¬ 
mittee do confider' of a father Encouragement to be given for bringing 
in Plate to be coined, and broad Money in order to be exchang’d for 
Clipt Money , And Feb. 6. another Inihucftion to receive a Claufie 
to prohibit the Vfe of Plate in Publick, Houfe s : which was con- 
fented to, upon the Confideration of exchanging the Clipt Mo- 
flsy. So that hitherto the Cafe of the People waseonfidered, 

and 
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and there were Endeavours to make Provifion to exchange their 
dipt Money, that fo they might have had a Sufficie.cy of good 
Money, to drive on Trade, to pay their Rents, and to fupply 

their Families. . 

But now the Pi ice of Guineas was Parted again, and Feb. 10. 
it was refolved, 1 hat this Houfe ivill on Thu fday next refolvc it 
ftlf into a Committee, to conftder the Price of Crimea's. And on 
Thurfday, Feb. 13. the Houfe ( to make fur work) refolvd tt 
[elf (twice the fame day, one immediately alter the other) into 
a Committee of the whole Houfe to confider cf the > ice of Guinea s, and 
came to a Refolution •, which Refolution Mr. Palmes reports 
Feb. 15. and was agreed unto by the Houfe, viz... That no Guinea's 
Jo pafs in any Payment at above the Rate of 28 Skillings. 1 muft ac¬ 
quaint you, that at this time there were warm Endeavours uled 
to have reduced them to 24 Shillings, d Mr. 1 almes behaved 
himfelf with fuch Partiality to them cl his Opinion, as was never 
Teen in Parliament, and he defei vedly c»..ck’d for it by the old 
Members. His Son (who can fcarce tell ten , is one of the Tellers 
in the Exchequer ; but 3 tis Efficiently underftood that Place was 
given with regard to the Father, who contrived this way to fave 
his Honour, after the repeated Declarations he had made in Par¬ 
liament againft Fi xes. 

However, this Fall of Guinea's did not fatisfie', they muft be 
brought one ftep lower: And accordingly Feb. 28. upon the Re¬ 
port of the Bill for continuing feveral Duties granted by former 
Adts upon-Wine, Vinegar, Tobacco, &c. to which the Cl.mfe 
about the Price of Guinea s was added, according to the Reloluti - 
on Feb. 15. After a long Deoate, feveral Gentlemen were unwa¬ 
rily drawn in, to admit that Guinea sfbould not pafs inpayment at 
an higher Rate than 26 Shillings, upon Afiurance then given, i hat 
the Court would acquiefce, and not feek to reduce them lower/, 
and the Claufe was fo amended. 

But did the Court acquiefce? No fucli matter ; but inftead 
of that, purfued with all Vigour the finking Guinea’s much low¬ 
er, and at length gain’d it: and not only fo, but by feveral Ar¬ 
tifices prevail’d to throw out ail that related to the Exchanging 
with the People b ead or mill'd Money for their dipt Money info- 
much that on March 10. the Title was changed, and whereas it 
always before ft o in the V^'es with this Title, The Sill to Encou¬ 
rage the ir. of A2i‘I'd, Broad, or Vncltpt Monies to be ex¬ 
changed I r,t in the feveral parts of this Realm , with t Ice 
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Common People for their Cltpt Monies, and/or the Encouraging of Per- 
font to bring Plate into the Mint to be coined. Now all the firft 
part was Itruck out, and from the to. of March , and ever after, 
it bore only this Title, A Bill for the Encouraging of Perfons to bring 
Plate into the Mint to be coined. 

By this time you fee the People were likely to be in a hopeful 
Condition, and to fhift with their Clipt Money as well as they 
could. And here you fee the Root of that Decay of Trade, that 
Defolation among the Poor, that Stock of dead and unprofitable 
Money that lies upon Mens hands. Why, Sir, their Faithful Re- 
prefentatives took all Carets flop it from faffing, and to give Twelve 
hundred thoufand pound to fupply the Deficiency of it, but never 
thought of fu'tplying the Deficiency of the Country nay, actually op¬ 
pos’d it to the utmoft. And it feems as if thefe Gentlemen had, 
formed a Dellgn that the Country jhouldhave no Money , or (which 
is the fame thing) none that will pafs in any Payment •, for altho 
the Parliament left a Liberty, and permitted Sixpences not clipt 
within the Ring, and Shillings with the greatefi: part of the Let¬ 
ters, to pafs in Payment, whereby a proportion of Trade was 
carried on, and the People fupply’d in ibme degree, yet now 
thefe are as ufelefs, and lie as dead as the other : And if you. will 
enquire into the Occafion of this Stop of fuch paflable Money, you 
will find it to begin at the the Tax ', they firft refufed 

to receive it, and from them it wa, derived to others: and I need 
not remark to you, that the Sub-Collc&ors are under the Conduit 
of the Head-Collectors, and the Head Collectors under the Directi¬ 
on of the Treafury and Exchequer • the principal Officers of which 
were the chiefeft and warmeft Sticklers in the Cafe now before us: 
fo that the Perfons who would not have the Peoples Clipt Money 
exchanged for good Money, are the very fame who have put a final 
Stop to the Currency of their other Money. 

But whatever becomes of our Silver, we have yet our Guinea’s 
paflable ar 26 Shillings. But now comes the laft and finifhing 
Stroke of this fweepirg Project ■, for at the Report of the Btll 
(with half its Title) for Encouraging bringing Plate to the Mint , &c. 
March <9. a Claufe was offered by the Lord Coningsby about fet- 
ling the Price of Guineas. This Claufe fettled them at 22 Shil¬ 
lings, and the Confideration of it was put off till the next day: 
and March 20. the Claufe was rejefted •, but March 26. the Lord 
Coningsby offer’d his Claufe again, at the third reading of the 
Bill ^ and after many hours Debate, it paffed by a fmall N umbes. 

B And 
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And thus, Sir, I have given you a plant and impartial Account 
of the Proceedings relating to this Matter } and you plainly fee 
by what Methods this Consumption is brought upon e«. It needs, 
no Animadverfions, andl (ha 1 make none *, you have the Matter of 
Fait before you, and you may judg as you fee Caufe: only I crave 
leavfftotell you, that the Party who carried thefe, ftruggled hard 
to hate had all Clipt Money pafs by weight itnmeiiately, and 
Guineas reduced to jr s. and 6 d. and none of the Lofs to have 
been born by the Pubiick- Mr. Momxague , Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, had emin ntly a (hare in thefe things, who deliver’d 
this as hir Maxim, That he had rather do Wrong than do nothing. 
And whoever confiders the Refolutions taken, will find him faith¬ 
ful and true to it, and purfuing it in ieveral Inftances. He had a 
great many Partners, as you muft obferve by the carrying their 
Point, particularly all that had any Intereft in the Bank, Places 
at Courr, Civil or Military, &e. But this is more proper in the 
next Head, viz. 

To give you a Lilt ( as far as my Memory will ferve) of the 
Members Confendng to thefe Votes, and Dillenting from them, 
under the Parliamentary Title of Teas and No's : where ( for 
your Information ) I delire you to obferve, that thole under the 
Title Tea's are the Members who voted for thefe Proceedings, 
thofe under No' s, who voted againfl: them •, or, in other words, 
the Yea's are thofe who funk the Guineas to 22 Shillings, &c. the 
No's thofe who oppos’d it.
